The Bible for Children 


How Shall Bible Stories Be Made Accessible to Youn gsters? 
ADELAIDE CASE 


Professor of Education, Teachers College, Columbia University, New York 


CHILDREN DELIGHT in Bible stories. For sheer 
fascination they are unsurpassed, unless of 
course adults ruin them with sentimentality 
and sophistication. How shall these stories, 
so deeply imbedded in our Western culture 
and in our literary and religious tradition, 
be made accessible to children? Not in the 
form in which the Bible is popularly known 
—some thousand pages of fine print in double 
rows between forbidding black covers: in 
this opinion there is general agreement. The 
whole Bible in its standard form is useful 
for reference but it is not adapted to reading 
for pleasure. Selections and arrangements, 
prepared with children’s interests and capac- 
ities in mind, are now available. Writers 
and artists who have won 
children’s regard in other 
helds are turning their 


attention to the Bible.

The boy 
Jesus riding on his donkey in open country 
among the animals and birds is a normal and 
happy child. 

Another picture-book, on the best-known 
part of all the Bible—“The Lord’s Prayer”— 
Is interesting in its attempt to relate the 
phrases of the prayer to the everyday life of 
modern children. It is the work of those 
well-loved artists, Ingri and Edgar D’Aulaire, 
and is full of large pictures in pastel shades, 
adorned with animals and flowers and de- 
signed in a most pleasing way. A boy and 
girl have some mild adventures which are 
supposed to shed light on 
the prayer. Children love 
the pictures. What they 
get out of them it is hard 
to tell. To illustrate “Thy 
kingdom come” a_ well- 
dressed little boy is giv- 
ing away his toys to a 
group of poor children 
who have been allowed 
into his fenced-in yard. 
For “Thy will be done,” 
a little girl is ill in bed, 
resting on a neatly cross- 
stitched pillow and look- 


ing surprisingly tidy and 
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tranquil. The father never

children is the large and dignified vol- 
ume, “A First Bible,” illustrated in black 


and white by Helen Sewell, another 
well-known children’s artist. The book in- 
cludes fourteen Old ‘Testament _ stories, 


twenty-five on the life of Christ, and two on 
the Apostles. The beautiful words of the 
King James’ version are used. An adult 
would enjoy the book. It is too mature for 
children. The selections are too long and not 


chosen with the greatest wisdom; and the 
pictures do not appeal to children. For 
grown-ups, the elongated bodies and classical 
folds and intricate designs of leaves and 
flowers have distinction and charm. “Find- 
ing the Baby Moses” is a lovely thing. 

Bible Books for Little People is the title of 
a series of twelve small square books on 
Biblical themes arranged in the familiar Peter 
Rabbit style with a colored picture on every 
page and a few words of the story. Chil- 
dren love to have these stories read to them 
and quickly learn them by heart so that they 
can themselves “read” them before they 
know the printed words. Of the twelve 
volumes nine deal with the New Testament 
and three with the Old Testament. The 
outstanding feature of them all is their com- 
bination of reverence and realism. Real 
Palestinian life is described with homely de- 
tails of everyday living. The words and 
phrases are simple and have meaning for 
children. 

Of all the picture-books the one that has 
caused the most excitement (and much 
heated controversy) is “The Little Book 
About God” by Lauren Ford, done in black 
and colored manuscript-writing and embel- 
lished with many sketches in color. It is 
all very festive and bizarre, the Biblical ac- 
count as it might be retold—partly recalled 
and partly invented—by an imaginative seven- 
year-old, with a few adult bits mixed in here 
and there. When it comes to the New Testa- 
ment the tone changes and the story of the 
birth of Christ is given in the words of St. 
Luke’s Gospel. The picture of the Babe in 
the Manger is altogether lovely. This single 
picture justifies the whole book and makes 
up to a large extent for the silliness and 
triviality of other parts. 

Just because they are inexpensive we should 
not despise the two large picture books by 
Milo Winter, with verses from the Bible, 
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“Bible Pictures: Old Testment,” and “Bible 
Pictures: New Testament,” which are on sale 
at the five-and-ten-cent stores. The Old 
Testament book is better than the New Testa. 
ment though Samson and Saul might well 
have been omitted. Joseph’s Brethren Selling 
Him into Egypt is very satisfying. r 


Children’s Bibles 


When we want to put into children’s 
hands the material of the Bible itself, either 
in the words of the Authorized Version or 
in one of the other translations, the problem 
becomes one of selection and arrangement, 
choice of translations, and the use of ex 
planatory notes. 

For some years one of the most popular 
Bibles for children has been “The Children’s 
Bible,” translated and arranged by Charles 
Foster Kent and Henry Sherman. This is 
now available in an inexpensive edition. The 
narrative portions are by far the best part. 
In literary quality the Old Testament selec 
tions are more satisfactory than the New. 

Recently Dr. Bowie, rector of Grace Church 
in New York, has produced an amazing vol- 
ume, “The Story of the Bible.” This is not 
a paraphrase of the Bible but the story itself, 
sometimes in the Authorized Version, some- 
times in the Revised translation, sometimes 
as translated by Moffatt, occasionally in Dr. 
Bowie’s own words. Explanations are skill- 
fully inserted here and there without inter- 
rupting the narrative. All the characteriza- 
tions are bold and clear. The Maccabean 
heroes are not left out. The value of this 
work for young and old can hardly be over- 
stated. It makes delightful reading. It 1s 
vivid and scholarly. It can be recommended 
for day schools and Sunday schools and to 
be read aloud in family groups. 

Selections from the Authorized Version 
have been admirably chosen and arranged by 
a group of English scholars, among them 
T. R. Glover and Quiller Couch. These ap- 
pear in two volumes of convenient size, “The 
Little Children’s Bible” and “The Older 
Children’s Bible.” “The Little Children’s 
Bible” is a small book, easy to handle, 
with large print well spaced. It be 
gins with the story of Christmas; then groups 
the “Stories that Jesus Would Learn from 
His Mother”; follows these with selections 
illustrating “Kind Deeds of Jesus”; and con- 
cludes with parts of Revelation and of the 
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Epistles which have social emphasis, grouped 
under the heading, “The New Heaven and 
-he New Earth.” “The Older Children’s 
Bible” is similar in arrangement but contains 


much more material. 

One of the most satisfying of the shorter 
Bibles is “The Little Bible” which the Ox- 
ford University Press has just published in a 
new edition with very useful photographs of 
Palestine and other illustrations. The short 
selections are chosen with excellent -discrimi- 


nation, and the Old Testament Apocryphal 
books take their proper place thus avoiding 
the unfortunate gap in most Protestant Bibles 
between the Old Testament and the New 
Testament. Two time charts and four maps 
appear in the appendix. The only difficulty 
with the book is in the fact that the print is 
not large enough. Perhaps another edition 
with larger print will be forthcoming soon. 


Bible Readers 


For some years there has been a demand 
tor Bible Readers graded for the reading 
ability of young children and suitable for 
reading in day schools and Sunday schools. 
More than ten years ago a series of four vol- 
umes was written by Edna Dean Baker and 
Clara Belle Baker, The Bible in Graded 
Stories and this series is still available. In 
these Readers the familiar stories are retold 
in simple dramatic style without moralizing. 
There is no effort, however, to make the 
format of the book particularly pleasing to 
children. 

A more colorful series has been prepared 
recently by a group of children’s specialists. 
The American Standard Bible Readers is their 
title. The “Old Testament Primer” contains 
four stories in simple words with pictures on 
nearly every page. In the “New Testament 
Primer” the stories of Jesus are expanded 
with a good deal of imaginative detail. The 
other Readers include material from both the 
Old Testament and the New Testament with 
the Bible references at the end of each book. 
The pictures leave something to be desired 
but they are abundant and in bright colors. 
The volumes are attractive to children and 
serve a useful purpose. 

The retelling of Bible stories is a difficult 
art. Bookstores, especially at Christmas 
time, are flooded with poorly written, gaudily 
illustrated volumes, and unwary parents may 
easily make mistakes in their selection. 
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Stories from the Bible 


Three Bible story books, written by George 
Hodges more than twenty-five years ago still 
hold a place of honor and furnish a stand- 
ard for other books. Two of these volumes 
are on the Old Testament. “The Garden of 
Eden” includes the early tales up to the es- 
tablishment of the Kingdom of Jerusalem, 
and “The Castle of Zion” begins with the 
United Monarchy and ends with two stories, 
the Adventures of Jonah and The Patience 
of Job. Swift narrative, concrete detail, ef- 
fective dialogue and reverent enthusiasm com- 
bine to make these two books the best of 
their kind. They are specially adapted for 
boys and girls from ten to fourteen. 

Frances Weld Danielson, who has told 
stories to little children all her life, knows 
how to arouse children’s curiosity and to 
catch and hold their attention. In her one- 
volume “Bible Story Book” there are just 
enough and not too many stories, about fifty 
in all, very simply retold in a way that chil- 
dren as young as four or five years old can 
follow and understand. On the whole this 
is a fine book although it is marred by occa- 
sional touches of sentimentality. The many 
silhouettes and six large poster-y pictures are 
not great art but they add to the charm of 
the book. As a summary of previous stories 
the whole Story of Jesus is told at one time 
thus giving children the comprehensive pic- 
ture of His life which they so often fail to 
get. 

Two books of Old Testament stories which 
are well worth recommending are “Tales 
from the Old Testament” by H. W. Fox and 
“How the Early Hebrews Lived and 
Learned” by Edna M. Bonser. Mr. Fox, who 
wrote “The Child’s Approach to Religion,” 
seeks to give children an intelligent as well 
as an appreciative understanding of the Old 
Testament. In the first part of his book two 
Hebrew children in Egypt, Beni and Dina, 
are told the ancient folk tales of their people 
by their grandfather, an old man “sitting on 
a wooden stool outside the door of his cot- 
tage.” The second part of the book is cen- 
tered around David. Stories of the conquest 
of Canaan are told him by his parents. The 
book ends with an account of David’s slaying 
Goliath and a promise of his future great- 
ness. “How the Early Hebrews Lived and 
Learned” covers the same period as Fox’s 
book but in much greater detail and for older 
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children. The stories are beautifully told. 
A unique element in the book is found in 
the detailed suggestions for work in industrial 
arts, work which might accompany the read- 
ing or telling of the narrative.” 

In “How One Man Changed the World,” 
Ferdinand Blanchard has made an interesting 
effort to tell in simple narrative for his own 
little daughter the story of Jesus “with the 
full recognition of the conclusions of modern 
scholarship.” He naturalizes all the miracu- 
lous elements in the Biblical account, retain- 
ing at the same time the conception of the 
divinity of Christ. He tells us that “People 
hearing about Jesus began to say, ‘He acts as 
God would act, if he were on earth as a 
man.” There is deep feeling in this book, 
and a real understanding of children’s re- 
ligious development. A life of Jesus which 
is suitable for high school boys and girls as 
well as for adults is Bowie’s “The Master: A 
Life of Jesus Christ,” an unusual combina- 
tion of scholarship and devotion. In some 
of the five-and-ten-cent stores a very nice 
little book, “The Story of Jesus” by Gloria 
Diener, is now on sale. Here the stories are 
reverently and simply presented and are 
within the experience of children. 


Imaginative Stories with 


Biblical Background 


A book that has endeared itself to many 
boys and girls is “The Little Boy of Naza- 
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reth” by Edna Bonser. This is not a life of 
Jesus but a collection of imaginative stories 
of his boyhood, told with great skill and with 
faithful adherence to Palestinian life. Char. 
acters, not found in the Gospels, people the 
scene, but there is nothing dragged in or 
artificial in the treatment. The Old Testa. 
ment background is never forgotten. 

Another imaginative treatment of Jesus’ 
boyhood, less scholarly than Mrs. Bonser’s 
but written in a most attractive style, is a 
children’s story-book, “Glad Days in Galilee,” 
by Marion Keith. A ten-year-old girl read it 
last summer with absorbed interest. “I like 
it,’ she wrote to her friend, “because it is so 
real and could really happen.” The same 
child was somewhat confused, however, 
when she turned again to the Gospel account 
of the life of Christ. 

The only imaginative story of Jesus that 
can be unreservedly recommended is “By an 
Unknown Disciple,” written by an anony- 
mous author and published in many edi- 
tions. A new edition came out this year. 
This book is a classic and deserves to be in 
the library of every household. It is, of 
course, no substitute for the Gospels. It can 
serve, however, as every good book on the 
Bible should serve, to open the Bible itself 
to this generation and to lead young people 
of today to turn with fresh appreciation to 
the greatest literature the world has_pro- 


duced.

So RUNS A VERSE of Rosemary and Stephen 
Vincent Benét’s poem to Elizabeth Lawrence 
Gilman in celebration of her marriage. This 
burst of enthusiasm was undoubtedly in- 
spired by the devoted work Miss Gilman 
had performed the previous year in seeing 
their best-selling “Book of Americans” 
through the press. The first poem in that 
memorable book was written in May, 1933, 
and by the end of October of the same year 
the book was ready for an already eagerly 
expectant public. 

It is not surprising that Miss Gilman 
should have chosen book publishing as a 
career. From the time of her great-great- 
uncle Daniel Coit Gilman, author of nu- 
merous books and one time custodian of the 
Yale library, the editorial touch has been a 
part of the Gilman tradition. It has mani- 
fested itself in the work of Miss Gilman’s 
father, Lawrence Gilman, former managing 
editor of Harper's Weekly, now music edi- 
tor of the New York Herald Tribune and 
author of those entertaining and intelligible 
program notes which render the Philhar- 
monic-Symphony Concerts the more delight- 
ful. 

Incidentally, there’s a story (well authen- 
ticated) told on the subject of Daniel Coit 
Gilman’s abrupt departure from Yale. It 
seems that the gentleman left in something 
of a huff, and repaired to Maryland, there 
to found and become first President of Johns 
Hopkins University. When asked the rea- 
son for the abrupt severance of his ties with 
“Old Eli,” Mr. Gilman replied with some 
asperity that the authorities had not seen fit 
to supply him with heat. 

Shortly after her graduation from Smith 


College, Miss Gilman joined the staff of 
George Doran at the time that his firm and 
Doubleday’s were merging to form the now 
well-known Doubleday, Doran & Company. 
She obtained her early schooling in publish 
ing in Garden City and when John Farrar 
and Stanley and Frederick Rinehart formed 
their own publishing house she joined them 
as head of the manuscript department. 

It was not until 1931 that Farrar & Rine- 
hart decided wholeheartedly to enter the ju 
venile field. Among other books “Peggy 
and Peter,” the famous photograph book by 
Lena Towsley, and “The Story of a Little 
White Teddy Bear” by Dorothy Sherrill 
were interesting forerunners of the many 
triumphs to come. Miss Towsley’s sequel 
“Sally and Her Friends,” to say nothing of 
“All Around the Clock” and “All Around 
the Alphabet,” have been received with equal 
enthusiasm. 

According to Miss Gilman, a good juvenile 
is as unexpected though more welcome, than 
the proverbial bolt from the blue. When 
Helen and Alf Evers shyly offered her the 
manuscript of “This Little Pig” she felt 
somewhat akin to the tycoon who has been 
offered for the ninety-seventh thousandth 
time an infallible scheme for perpetual mo- 
tion or a solution of how to put the cat out 
without opening the door. Once read, she 
realized the possibilities of the book, which 
has since become a best seller, and has just 
been published in England. The fact that 
these authors were no mere flash in the pan 
has been demonstrated by their subsequent 
successes, “Little Goosie Gosling” and “A 
Little Lamb,” which figures prominent) 
among this fall’s juveniles. 

Other good authors who have walked in 
unannounced were Bert Clark Thayer with 
“Jinny: The Story of a Filly” and Elizabeth 
Enright with “Kintu: A Congo Adventure. 

Psychologists to the contrary notwithstand- 
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ing, children of this age (as of any other) 
have a very definite idea of what they want. 
So when Sandy Farrar, Mr. Farrar’s young 
son, wanted a book about skyscrapers the 
EF. & R. office leaped into action and “The 
Story of Skyscrapers” by Alfred Morgan ap- 
reared. Written to order for Master Sandy 
and with illustrations to explain the compli- 
cated parts of the text. 

In addition to her work with juvenile lit- 
erature, Miss Gilman has a hand in editing 
other manuscripts. She was under the stern 
necessity (after due consultation with Mr. 
Hervey Allen) of putting “Anthony Ad- 
verse” to bed, although anyone who has read 
that book (I see no hands raised) will real- 
ize that that was no mean accomplishment. 

Miss Gilman is that rare phenomenon a 
native New Yorker. Born on Manhattan 
Island and no doubt responsible for those 
tremors we have recently experienced. In 
private life she is Mrs. Malcolm E. Ander- 
son. Her husband is in the “trade” too, 
being a member of the New Yorker staff. 
They were married in the autumn of 1934. 

Her hobbies are cooking, especially soup 
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(ask her friends), cats, especially Siamese 
(they know), Dachshunds (which she in- 
sists on calling “eelhounds”), and Flemish 
Primitives (say no more).

Books for Vermonters 
The Story of a Successful Personal Shop 


A vistTor to the Everyday Bookshop in Bur- 
lington, Vermont, sitting in one of the shop’s 
comfortable wicker chairs and watching the 
day’s business go on, is immediately im- 
pressed by the friendliness that exists between 
the shop and its customers. Alice Blanchard, 
the owner, and her assistant, Ruth Cook, 
know the greater part of their customers by 
name. Better than that, they know just 
what each one likes best to read. And even 
more, they know the books that many of 
them want to own, so that at Christmas time 
and on other special occasions they are able 
to suggest as gifts, books they know will be 
appreciated. 

The shop is completely personal, both in 
its physical aspect and in its relationship with 
its customers. It is friendly and informal 
and homey—and successful. It numbers 
among its customers people from all over the 
northern part of the state of Vermont, and, 
in the summertime, from all over the eastern 
part of the United States. 


Miss Blanchard believes in the personal 
shop, believes that books can better be sold 
and new readers better made, by forsaking 
the commercial atmosphere completely and 
concentrating on the human side of things. 
So there are no counters in the shop. There 
are instead, informal tables, set here and 
there, uncrowded and attractive. Some of 
the tables are genuine antiques, as much for 
sale as the books they carry. Others are 
bridge tables, with gay covers. Still others 
are just plain, ordinary tables. The shelving, 
too, is informal. It is painted a blue green 
and its horizontal lines are broken here and 
there, now by a fine old secretary, again by a 
specially built greeting card display rack. 
There are plenty of chairs, comfortable and 
inviting, where the customers may sit and 
visit or look over books. 

Entering the shop, one finds on the left a 
section or two of dollar books, with the rental 
library just beyond. Next to the rental li- 
brary is the cash register, wrapping desk and 
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the library card file. On the right, just in- 
side the shop and visible through the window 
is a large display rack of greeting cards. This 
used to be farther back in the shop, but Miss 
Blanchard found that by putting it where it 
was visible from the outside many customers 
were attracted who might not otherwise have 
come in. Behind this display is an old ma- 
hogany secretary which has some special 
books on its shelves, along with gift wrap- 
pings and more greeting cards. Then comes 
a section of Vermontiana, one of the shop’s 
specialties, and several shelves of poetry, also 
a specialty. On tables scattered here and 
there are the current titles, fiction and non- 
fiction, and a carefully selected display of gifts. 
The gifts and art objects are incidental, they 
don’t make the shop look gift-shoppy, but 
they are a profitable sideline. Another suc- 
cessful sideline, to which at least one table 
is always devoted, is adult games. Just now 
Monopoly is the rage in Burlington, mainly 
through the efforts of Miss Cook, who is a 
Monopoly enthusiast and who can convince 
anyone that it is an exciting game. 

The shop is divided by a low section of 
bookcases about two thirds of the way back, 
and behind this informal partition one finds a 
most attractive and complete children’s book 
department. Tables carry a_ representative 
stock of the best of the current juveniles; 
shelves on two sides contain a careful selec- 


tion of “staples” and classics. In addition 
there are other tables where children, and 
adults, too, may find the best of the educa- 
tional toys and children’s games, and, at the 
rear, there is the new and thriving stamp 
department. 

The shop’s summer extension trips lie very 
near Miss Blanchard’s heart. As a member 
of the staff of the Hampshire Bookshop be- 
fore coming to Burlington, she was invited 
by Mrs. E. L. Gulick of the Aloha Camps to 
attend a conference of summer camp directors 
at Fairlee, Vermont, bringing an exhibit of 
books. From that beginning has grown a 
yearly schedule of sale exhibits at summer 
camps. Two such visits are made to the 
Bread Loaf Summer School of English. 

Both the exhibitions and the shop itself 
have uncovered an interest in poetry. Many 
visitors to the shop make immediately for 
the poetry corner where the stock is as com- 
plete as that found in many a large city store, 
and where the turnover is probably greater 
than that in many a far larger store. 
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Regular visitors to the children’s room 
of the shop are teachers from country schools 
in Northern Vermont. To be on the State’: 
accredited list these schools must add a cer. 
tain number of new books to their libraries 
each year, and many of these new books come 
from the Everyday Bookshop. Other libra. 
ries, too, the Billings Library at the Uni. 
versity of Vermont, and the Fletcher Free 
Library in Burlington, are regular customers 
of the shop. 

In general the shop’s best sellers are 
the same as those to be found on the na 
tional best seller lists in the Publishers’ 
Weekly. Just now “It Can’t Happen Here” 
is doing exceedingly well, partly because o! 
its Vermont setting. Also popular are “Old 
Jules,” “Salamina” and “North to the Ori- 
ent.” The shop’s leading title this year has 
been “Memoirs of a Small Town Surgeon,” 
by Dr. John Brooks Wheeler, one of Bur- 


lington’s best-loved elder citizens. In the 
first month after publication the shop sold 


more than 600 copies of this title. Miss 
Blanchard makes a practice of listening to 


Alexander Woollcott’s broadcasts on Sunday 
evenings, because she knows that the books 


Mr. Woollcott recommends will be in de 
mand the first thing Monday morning. 
Among her own favorites, which have sold 
well because she was able to put her own per 
sonal enthusiasm behind them, are “Ka 


mongo” and “February Hill.” “Wild Flow- 


ers” by Homer House has been a great Christ 
mas and summertime best seller. 

Miss Blanchard makes it a point to include 
some inexpensive books in each table dis 
play. So the man who comes in for a Leisure 
League Pamphlet on Photography will find it 
on the table with the other, more expensive 
photographic books, in which he is more than 
likely to become interested. Miss Blanchard 
tries to emphasize in her shop that there are 
books to fit every purse and every need. 

Besides the stock itself, the backbone of the 
shop is a selected mailing list, from which 
Miss Blanchard is able to select the names 0! 
those of her customers who would be inter 
ested in any particular title. These peopl 
are sent personal letters or announcemen! 


cards, as well as publisher’s catalogs and 


seasonal announcements, and nearly always 
there is a good response. 

When Miss Blanchard started her shop 
eight years ago, on May 15, 1927, there were 
two book and stationery stores in Burlington, 
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no bookshop. But the city was ready for one, 
ind, in spite of the depression, she has built 
her shop up until it is the one important book- 
shop in the northern part of the state. For 
‘our years the shop was on Pearl Street, some- 
what removed from the main business sec- 
tion of the city, but as the shop grew it be- 
came more and more apparent that it be- 
longed in the center of things, so in Decem- 
ber, 1931, it was moved to its present location 
at 213 College Street, half a block from the 
city’s main thoroughfare. 

Burlington is the ideal city for a personal 
bookstore. Not large, 24,000 in population, 
it is the seat of a flourishing university, the 


University of Vermont, and the shopping cen- 
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ter for the whole northern part of the state. 
Its inhabitants uphold the New —— 
tradition by being literate, cultured and j 
terested in the world about them. They are 
thoroughly independent and completely un- 
responsive to “high. pressure” merchandising, 
but they do appreciate personal service and 
they are loyal to a degree. During the sum- 
mertime Burlington is a Mecca for vacation- 
ists from all parts of the country, with the 
result that July and August rank next to 
November and December in gross sales 1 


the bookshop, a state of affairs that must s 
the envy of many other shops which have 
grown accustomed to a yearly “summer 


slump.”

Looking Over the Year’s Books 


THE BOOKS OF 1935 are already being re-eval- 
uated in the literary columns—good exer- 
cise for the critics and beneficial for the 
books, for by such re-evaluation volumes 
which should not be overlooked are given 
a fresh chance for attention. 

Two lists always capably prepared are those 
ot the New Republic and the Nation, the 
former listing 100 books, the latter 50. That 
the critics disagree is evidenced by the fact 
that only half of the Nation’s books find 
their way into the New Republic’s list, which 
was issued simultaneously. Both lists have 
a strong representation of books on econom- 
ics, politics and social progress, and _ this 
might be interpreted as a characteristic em- 
phasis of these two papers, but it is also a 
strong characteristic of the year’s publishing 
output as a whole. Seven books in this clas- 
sification were included in both the lists, 
Walter Millis’s “The Road to War,” which 
has also received popular acclaim, having 
become a best seller, Harold J. Laski’s “The 
State in Theory and Practice,” Lewis Corey’s 
“The Crisis of the Middle Class,” Frederick 
L. Schuman’s “The Nazi Dictatorship,” 
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Stolberg and Vinton’s “The Economic Con- 
sequences of the New Deal,” John Strachey’s 
“The Nature of Capitalist Crisis” and the 
new volume of “The Encyclopedia of the 
Social Sciences.” 

This is a strong list of books and one for 
which year-end re-emphasis should find a 
wide audience well deserved. 

Science, too, is represented, and three 
books, one of them a best seller, “Rats, Lice 
and History” by Hans Zinsser, together with 
H. S. Jennings’ “Genetics” and Margaret 
Mead’s “Sex and Temperament in Three 
Primitive Societies,” appear on both lists. 

There are only two agreements between 
the two lists in the field of fiction, ice., 
Thomas Mann’s “Young Joseph” and A. J. 
Cronin’s best seller, ““The Stars Look Down.” 
The New Republic gives much more atten- 
tion to fiction, devoting a quarter of the 
space occupied by the list to that classifica- 
tion. 

Biography has a_ perhaps unexpectedly 
strong representation. It had been said re- 
cently that the wave of biographical writ- 
ing had somewhat spent its force and that 
the public was turning to other types of ma- 
terial, and yet biography and autobiography 
are important sections of both lists, and there 
is agreement in recommending for wider 
attention the continuous best seller, Vincent 
Sheean’s “Personal History,” Anna Louise 
Strong’s “I Change Worlds,” T. E. Law- 
rence’s “Seven Pillars of Wisdom,” Free- 
man’s “Robert E. Lee,” Duranty’s “I Write 
As I Please” and Foster Damon’s “Amy 
Lowell.” Here are biographies of histori- 
cal background, current literary figures and 
personal experience in a chaotic world. The 
latter classification including three such 
strong books as those of T. E. Lawrence. 
Vincent Sheean and Walter Duranty points 
to a very definite direction which public 
reading is likely to take. 

The publishing year is so patterned that 
there is always a pause in output in Decem- 
ber while the retail trade attends to its 1m 
portant business of distribution, and that 1s 
the ideal time for the critics and observers 
of the industry to reassay their opinions and 
to give them to the public at a time when 
the impulse toward gift buying and solid 
winter reading for one’s self is uppermost. 
Such lists serve still another purpose, in that 
they serve as a guide to readers of other 
countries as to what is most significant in 
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the American output, and it is highly im- 
portant that some such guide be set up in 
order that the best books of one country 
shall flow as freely as possible into the per- 
manent book collections of other nations. 


Canadian Trade Program 


THE ARRIVAL of the new Governor General 
in Canada has supplied just the needed en- 
thusiasm to give a fine start to the project 
for an Association of Canadian Bookmen, 
details of which were reported in the Puéd- 
lishers’ Weekly last month. For the first 
time in the Canadian book world all the 
interests involved in the production, distri- 
bution, use and enjoyment of books have 
been brought together in a common program 
to give new stimulus to books in Canada. 

The committee directing the Association 
is a very strong one, and an inaugural meet- 
ing to which the public has been invited has 
been planned for January. At this time 
the full plans of the Association will be an- 
nounced. Dr. Pelham Edgar of Victoria 
College, the President of the Association, is 
the ideal person to give dignity and effec- 
tiveness to the movement. He is uniformly 
respected by both the writing and _ publish- 
ing world. The election of Hugh S. 
Eayrs as Honorary Treasurer assures capable 
handling of the details. 

Lord Tweedsmuir’s (John Buchan’s) fame 
as an author is world wide and because of 
his association with the publishing world 
as well as with the world of writers, he under- 
stands the need of bringing together ll 
types of people in order to make such a 
movement as this have real effect on the 
reading habits and book buying interests of 
a younger country. Certainly Canada is for- 
tunate in having in the Governor General’s 
chair a man who can give such real stimulus 
at the time of an awakening interest in books. 
Only last month in connection with Book 
Week he said: 

“As a writer, I have naturally a special in- 
terest in the promotion of the habit of book 
buying. But my welcome to your venture is 
based on something much stronger than any 
professional partiality. An extension of the 
reading habit is vital to the future of a 
nation, for how else can you have diffusion 
of thought and knowledge in the widest 
commonalty? I especially hope that the 
Book Week will stimulate interest in Cana- 
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da’s own literature, for which, in my belief, 
there is a great future. Demand creates 
supply; an intelligent and interested public 
is the best hope for the production of good 


books.” 
Bible Sunday Widely Observed 


December 8TH was very widely observed 
throughout the churches not only because the 
second Sunday in December had become es- 
tablished as Bible Sunday but because this 
year was the anniversary of the four hun- 
dredth printing of the complete English Bible. 
In many cities exhibits of old Bibles were 
shown. 

Many speakers have taken this occasion to 
point out that Miles Coverdale, whose Bible 
was printed in 1535, included in his printing 
the Old Testament Apocrypha, later omitted 
from all Protestant Bibles, although widely 
valued for their importance as religious docu- 
ments and for their beauty of diction. Dean 
Gates, of the Cathedral of St. John the Di- 
vine, made a point of this criticism and 
called upon Bible societies to correct their 
“expurgating of the Bible.” He declared 
that the eleven chapters of the Apocrypha 
were necessary to a proper understanding 
of the Bible. 

Most bookstores and Bible departments 
carry editions of the Apocrypha, but many 
do not know the history of their relation to 
the canon, and the current discussion of the 
Biblical text may well serve to revive in- 
terest in those famous books. 


First Index to Appear Soon 


BooksELuers who have expressed their will- 
ingness to supply the necessary information 
for the compiling of the Publishers’ Weekly 
Index to Retail Book Business Activity have 
been sent the first information blanks, to be 
filled out and returned immediately. The 
information will be compiled in the Puéd- 
lishers’ Weekly office as rapidly as possible, 
and the first Index should appear in the 
December 28th issue. This will show the 
state of business during the month of No- 
vember. While the response to the Weekly's 
request for assistance has been most gratify- 
ing, there are still some booksellers who have 
not yet answered the letters sent them. The 
more outlets contributing to the Index, the 
more accurate it will be. We ask your co- 
operation.

Canadian Publishing House 


DovusLepAy, Doran AND Company, INc., of 
Garden City, New York, announce the estab- 
lishment of a new publishing house in 
Canada, to be known as Doubleday, Doran 
and Company of Canada, Ltd. Offices will 
be at 215 Victoria Street, Toronto. 

Theodore F. Pike, Vice-President, who will 
direct the new organization, beginning Jan- 
uary rst, has been actively associated with the 
booktrade for more than thirty years. Mr. 
Pike has been in Toronto for the last fourteen 
years, as manager of the Canadian house of 
Longmans, Green & Co., and is Chairman of 
the Publishers’ Section of the Toronto Board 
of Trade and a member of the executive 
committee of the Association of Canadian 
Bookmen. 

Mr. Pike will continue as manager for 
Longmans, Green & Co., and their business 
will be carried on entirely separate from 
Doubleday, Doran, the only exception being 
that the Doubleday travelers will carry the 
Longmans, Green publications. 


French Prizes Awarded 


Four IMPORTANT FRENCH literary prizes were 
awarded last week. The Prix Goncourt was 
awarded to Joseph Peyre for his book “Sang 
et Lumiére” (“Blood and Light.”) 

Countess de Divonne, who writes under 
the pen name of Claude Silve, was awarded 
the Prix Femina for her novel, “Benediction.” 
In this award the runner-up was Isabelle 
Rivere with her novel, “Le Bouquet de 
Roses.” 

The Prix Theophraste Renaudot went to 
Francois de Roux for his “Jours Sans Gloire” 
(“Days Without Glory”) and the Prix In- 





terallié was awarded to M. Debu-Bridel fo; 
“Jeunes Ménage.” 


Business Votes on NRA 


ALTHOUGH MORE THAN 75% of the trade and 
industrial groups in this country expressed 
unalterable opposition to resurrection of the 
NIRA, in a survey made by Trade-Ways, 
Inc., 49% of these groups favored laws leyal- 
izing cooperation within business groups in 
certain definite and permissive forms, while 
only 37% opposed such laws. In the retail 
and wholesale groups 88°94 reported bene 
ficial results from the NRA, while in the 
industrial groups, 55°94 reported no benefits. 
Many of the business groups reported that the 
failure of the Recovery Act was due to faulty 
administration. “Stabilization of the price 
structure” and “correction of unfair trade 
practices” were listed among the benefits re- 
ceived from NRA.

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Publishers and designers are also invited 
to submit one or more projects embodying 
their conception of the “Textbook of the 
Future” for the exhibition. While a previous 
letter of invitation sent out by the A.I.G.A. 
specified January roth as the date by which 
all dummies must be received, a letter mailed 
out this week states that if entries are to be 
included in the catalog they must be sub- 
mitted by January 3rd. Dummies received 
up to January roth will still be eligible for 
the exhibit. Specifications are that four 
printed pages may be shown, including title- 
page, chapter heading and two facing pages 
suitable for wall display. A dummy for the 
binding would also be desirable. There are 
no restrictions as to text, size, illustrations or 
method of printing, but the pages must be 
set In type.

Doubleday Reply Brief 


Submitted to the Court of Appeals by Morris L. Ernst, Attorney for 
Doubleday, Doran & Co., This Week 


By Leave oF Court, plaintiffs submit this 
brief in reply only to five points raised by in- 
quiries at the oral argument: 


I. 


Decisions of the United States Supreme 
Court impliedly recognize the constitutional- 
ity of such legislation powers as 1s evidenced 
by Section 2 of the Fair Trade Act,—au- 
thorizing price maintenance based on knowl- 
edge of sales contracts. 


1. To the argument on this point in our 
main brief (pp. 36-38), defendant replies (pp. 
27-28) that what the Supreme Court “did say 
was that resale price maintenance contracts 
invalid at common law and under anti-trust 
statutes, might be recognized as between the 
parties to such contracts, by statute.” Hence, 
as to Section 1 of the Fair Trade Act, de- 
fendant agrees that the Supreme Court has 
clearly recognized the constitutionality of 
such legislation. This agreement is based by 
defendant on two cases: Dr. Miles Medical 
Co. v. John D. Park & Sons Co., 220 U. S. 
373, 405 (1911); Boston Store v. American 
Graphophone Co., 246 U. S. 6, 26 (1918). 

2. But defendant completely ignored two 
other cases which were cited in our brief 
where no contract was relied on for the main- 
tenance of a retail price stipulated by the 
producer. Bobbs-Merrill Co. v. Straus, 210 
U. S. 339, 350 (1908); Bauer v. O’Donnell, 
229 U. S. 1, 12 (1913). In these cases, re- 
liance was placed solely on a notice of the 
resale price which was affixed to the articles, 
and the contention of the plaintiffs was that 
the copyright and patent laws authorized that 
method of resale price maintenance. In each 
of these cases, furthermore, the defendants 
did not purchase the goods from the plain- 
tiff. In the Bobbs-Merrill case, the opinion 
states (p. 342) that defendants purchased cop- 
ies of the book from wholesale dealers who 
in turn had purchased them from the pub- 
lisher or from other wholesale dealers. In 
the Bauer case (p. 9) the certificate on which 
the case was presented to the Supreme Court 
stated that the defendant purchased from job- 


bers. Thus these facts can be analogized to 
practice under Section 2 of the New York 
Fair Trade Act. 

3. If—as defendant admits—the Dr. Mile: 
Medical Co. and Boston Store opinions con- 
tain a recognition of the constitutional power 
to legalize price maintenance by contract, the 
recognition of the constitutionality of a stat- 
ute authorizing price maintenance by a notice 
system is even more clearly expressed in the 
Bobbs-Merrill and Bauer cases. For in those 
cases, the opinions of the Court were much 
more explicit than in the contract cases. In 
the Bobbs-Merrill case, the Court, in consid 
ering the effect of the copyright laws, said: 


“We do not think the statute can be 
given such a construction, and it is to be 
remembered that this 1s purely a question 
of statutory construction.” (210 U. S. at 
350; italics ours.) 


In the Bauer case, furthermore, the consti 
tutional validity of legislation permitting the 
notice system was not left to implication; the 
Court expressly declared that “it was doubtless 
within the power of Congress to confer such 
right of restriction upon a patentee” (229 
U. S. at 12). 

4. It is difficult to imagine how the court 
could have held out a more express invitation 
to legislation. Legislation accepting this in- 
vitation, furthermore, could not, in the light 
of the facts in the Bauer case, be limited to 
enforcement of contractual obligations against 
those who entered into them. The due proc 
ess clause of the Fifth Amendment imposes 
the same restriction upon the federal patent 
laws that the due process clause of the Four 
teenth Amendment places upon state trade 
mark laws. Defendant has completely failed 
to shake the authority of these cases which 
directly support the validity of Section 2 0! 
the Fair Trade Act. 

5. The aforementioned opinions of the Su 
preme Court were not “legalistic sports” but 
the consistent judicial intent over a span ol 
years enunciating the views of sixteen judges 
of that court. 


econ a 
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6. Furthermore, similar support for the 
Act is to be found in other decisions of the 
Supreme Court, those sanctioning price main- 
tenance by refusal to sell,’ and by agency.” 

In his dissenting opinion in the Dr. Miles 
Vedical Co. case, Mr. Justice Hotmes 
pointed out that the effect of the decision 
could easily be overcome if the plaintiff sold 
through agents; he thought 


“this case by itself ought to give us pause” 
(220 U. S. at 411). 


It is inconceivable that a distinction which 
rests upon so unsubstantial a legal technical- 
ity must be written into the Constitution. If 
there were anything in a completely enforcible 
system of resale price maintenance which de- 
prived anybody of rights so basic that they 
are protected by the due process clause of the 
federal Constitution, those rights could not, 
we submit, be sacrificed on the altar of legal 
technicality. 


I. 


The Fair Trade Act does not deprive de- 
fendant or anyone else of its freedom to sell 
on its own terms articles acquired without 
knowledge of a price maintenance contract. 


At the argument, defendant placed great 
reliance on the claim that the statute applies 
to those who acquire branded articles with- 
out knowledge that a resale price has been 
stipulated in a contract made by the pro- 
ducer. We have pointed out that this ques- 
tion of the interpretation of the statute, as 
well as the question of its validity as inter- 
preted by the defendant, does not arise in the 
present case, since the complaint alleges and 
the answer admits that defendant purchased 
books published by the plaintiff-publisher 
with knowledge of the contracts between the 
two plaintiffs. When the question of inter- 
pretation arises, it may be that this court will 
hold that one cuts prices “wilfully and know- 
ingly” only when he has purchased with 
knowledge of a price maintenance contract. 
The word “wilfully” has varying meanings 
according to the context in which it is used.? 

However, should that interpretation be re-

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jected, we have shown that there is full pro- 
tection to any dealer who learns of a resale 
price maintenance contract regarding goods 
which are already on his shelves. He then 
has exactly the same freedom of choice which 
he has when deciding with full knowledge 
of such a contract whether or not he will 
purchase the goods. In both cases, he is free 
to decide whether to handle goods bearing 
the brand of another upon the terms pre- 
scribed by the owner of that brand, or not to 
handle them at all. If he decides not to 
handle them, he is free to sell out at any 
price. On this point, the statute is too ex- 
plicit to require any construction (Section 1, 
subd. 2 (a) ). 

In view of this exception, we submit that 
the validity of the statute is certainly clearer 
than it would be if it authorized price main- 
tenance by notice—the method which, as we 
have seen, the United States Supreme Court 
in the Bobbs-Merrill and Bauer cases declared 
to be free from constitutional attack. But we 
go further. This Act does not rely upon the 
mere affixation of an obscure notice which 
may be overlooked in the ordinary course of 
business. Defendant can be charged with no 
duty under the statute unless it has actual 
knowledge of the producer’s price mainte- 
nance contract; it is engaged in unfair com- 
petition only if it undersells wilfully and 
knowingly. 


If. 


Defendant’s legal title does not make it 
free to escape legislative regulation of the 
marketing system. 


At the argument, defendant’s attorney per- 
sistently stressed defendant’s property in the 
books which it sells without regard to the 
price restriction. We wish to point out 
merely that this court is thoroughly familiar 
with situations in which one who has legal 
title to property is not free to deal with that 
property as he pleases. Defendant’s argu- 
ment is no stronger than the same argument 
would have been if made by a bona fide pur- 
chaser of an article which was the subject of 
a recorded chattel mortgage. Prior to the en- 
actment of the recording statute, the pur- 
chaser took clear title; after the statute was 
passed, its property interest was subject to 
the mortgage. Indeed, the legislative qualif- 
cation of the freedom to deal with property 
is infinitely more reasonable and fair under 
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a statute which requires actual knowledge 
than under one which permits the mere re- 
cording of-a technical legal document in an 
obscure county clerk’s office to affect the be- 
havior of outsiders. 

Covenants running with the land were un- 
known in early law. The legal title of one 
who acquires land subject to a restrictive 
covenant is now complete legal ownership. 
Nevertheless, courts of equity will enjoin any 
use of that land that violates such a cove- 
nant.! 

Among the most familiar of such restric- 
tive covenants are those which prohibit put- 
ting a building on the land which costs less 
than a stated figure—thus affecting price 
marketing directly.” 

Such restrictions upon the use of property 
are imposed by prior private owners, and en- 
forced by the courts without any legislative 
formulation of policy. The restrictions cre- 
ated under the present statute are authorized 
by the Legislature in the interest of a quality 
of competition which vitally affects the entire 
economic welfare of the state; and they are 
imposed only upon articles bearing the dis- 
tinctive brand of a producer who is engaged 
in creating those articles and in selling them 
not merely to retail distributors, but to the 
ultimate consumer. The intermediate legal 
title which the retailer takes for some pur- 
poses can not obliterate the genuine interest 
of either the producer or of the great body 
of competing retailers who are interested in 
selling the branded article at a fair price on a 
fair margin of profit. Least of all can it 
obliterate the interest which the state itself 
has asserted in the stability of the marketing 
system. 


IV. 
The Far Trade Act is not “price-fixing” 


legislation. Use of that term can not be per- 
mitted to create imaginary harsh situations 
that do not in fact exist. 


Defendant keeps harping upon its conten- 
tion that this is price-fixing legislation, not 
only to condemn it on the basis of wholly 
irrelevant authorities, but also to conjure up

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imaginary ghosts which are dispelled by accu. 
rate analysis. We have pointed out that the 
very purpose and effect of the price-fixing 
statutes which have been condemned by the 
courts, is to remove the determination of 
prices from the forces of the market. Under 
the present statute, prices are determined jn 
the market and on the basis of an appraisal 
of market conditions by those most directly 
concerned with them, for the statute can be 
invoked only by those who are interested in 
selling competitive goods. When this fact is 
realized, it becomes perfectly obvious that all 
of defendant’s allegedly arbitrary points are 
mere shadows. We cite but a few on which 
defendant has been particularly insistent: 

1. The price cannot in practice be deter- 
mined by the producer’s ability to secure a 
single retailer who is willing to maintain it. 
A single retailer is of no avail unless the pro- 
ducer can meet in the market other buyers 
who knowingly will accept as reasonable and 
hence profitable to them the price the pro- 


ducer has suggested. 
2. The producer cannot arbitrarily fix any 


price. If he does, he goes out of business. 


He must of necessity place a price on his 
article which will meet the greatest common 
denominator of consumer desire. 

3. The producer does not in any way con- 
trol the distributors. He merely grants them 
the privilege of handling articles bearing his 
unique brand on terms that will carry out 
and not defeat the policy, in which the pro- 
ducer and the great majority of retailers must 
concur, of distributing those products at a 
price which the public is willing to pay. The 
refusal of a substantial number of retailers 
is the pressure which will keep a price rea- 
sonable to consumers. 

4. It is totally irrelevant that the particu- 
lar article in the hands of a retailer may not 
itself have been sold under a resale price 
maintenance agreement. The very function 
of a brand is to designate all articles bearing 
its owner’s distinctive mark as identical arti 
cles. The statute—and the retailer—is con 
cerned with the marketing of Vogue's Book 
of Etiquette or Eversharp Pencils, not a pat 
ticular copy of the book of etiquette or a par- 
ticular pencil. The price maintenance fe- 
striction attaches to these generically distinc- 
tive products. Moreover a variation in fact be 
tween one copy of the Etiquette Book and an- 
other copy, or of one Eversharp Pencil and 
another would leave the manufacturer with- 
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out the relief of the Statute as the price main- 
tenance would not be applicable under the 
terms of the Statute. 


+ 


The Fair Trade Act 1s a reasonable means 
of protecting the property interests of pro- 
ducers in their distinctive brands. 


Over sixty years ago, this Court declared: 


“Tt is a well known fact that the ‘good- 
will’ like a trademark is a species of prop- 
erty. It is a subject of sale by the proprie- 
tor or may be sold by order of the 
Cmts 

“There may thus be in a particular busi- 
ness, both a ‘goodwill’ attending it and a 
trademark attached to goods manufactured 
and.sold. Each of these is under the pro- 
tection of a court of equity * * * The 
Court in each case acts on the principle of 
preserving a property in the goodwill—or 
trademark.” (Glen & Hall Manufacturing 
Co. v. Hall, 61 N. Y. 226, 230-1) (1874). 


The right which the defendant is asserting 


in the case at bar is a right to destroy the 
value of the goodwill which attaches to the 
plaintiff's brand. The price maintenance 
which the statute sanctions, operates directly 
to protect this goodwill by assuring the pro- 
ducer of a wide distribution through a num- 
ber of dealers, by preventing the depreciation 
of his product in the public mind—the feel- 
ing that an article sold at a bargain cannot 
be worth the stipulated price—and by pre- 
venting the use of the producer’s goodwill as 
a bait for the sale of other goods. Defendant 
has nowhere met the charge that the prac- 
tices for which it seeks constitutional protec- 
tion are practices which constitute a trespass 
upon the property rights of others. It has no- 
where replied to our argument that with the 
complex marketing mechanisms of the pres- 
ent day, the machinery established by Section 
2 of the Fair Trade Act is the only practical 
method of stopping that trespass. 


VI. 


The burden is always upon one who chal- 
lenges the constitutionality of an act of the 
legislature. 


In the present case, this burden should be 
doubly heavy, for, as we have shown, Fair 
Trade Acts have been adopted in ten states. 
The issue involved in the present case is now 
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before the courts of other states. A test case 
is certain to reach the United States Supreme 
Court in the near future. The situation 
would be indeed perplexing if this Court and 
the United States Supreme Court were to 
reach opposite conclusions as to what is per- 
missible under the words of identical due 
process clauses.

astrological guide the science of astrology has 
been brought to a point where it may be used 
in everyday life.

Bookshop Notes 


New York City bookshops are feeling the 
full force of the best Christmas shopping 
season for many years this week. Elizabeth 
Riley at Brentano’s tells us that business there 
is very good indeed, with people spending 
more money and, what is even better, buy- 
ing more expensive books than in recent 
years. Brentano’s had an excellent advance 
sale for “The History of American Sailing 
Ships” (Norton) and Miss Riley says that 
it will probably be one of the big Christmas 
books. The Heritage Press books are going 
very well there, too. The store has sold out 
completely its first order of 150 copies of 
“Manon Lescaut” and the other titles are 
only slightly less active. Another active book 
is “The Texas Rangers” (Houghton Mifflin). 
Arthur Brentano, Sr., told us that rare books 
and bindings were selling much better this 
year than recently, another very good sign. 


We visited the newly decorated Children’s 
book room on the balcony at Brentano’s and 
found it even more attractive than we had 
expected it to be. Mrs. Munro Leaf, the new 
head of the department, told us of a couple 
who had brought their little girl all the way 
from somewhere out on Long Island to see 
the department after it had been advertised 
in the newspapers. As soon as they reached 
the head of the stairs the little girl spied one 


of the mural decorations done by Kurt Wiese. 
“Ping!” she cried, and made a bee-line for 
her favorite character. Mrs. Leaf’s favorite 
book this season is “The Good Master” by 
Kate Seredy, and “Honk the Moose” and 
“A Tale of Two Horses” are also selling 
well. Mrs. Leaf didn’t tell us so, herself, but 
we know that another good seller is “Robert 
Francis Weatherbee” by Munro Leaf of 
Stokes. Incidentally “Robert Francis Weather- 
bee” was the first book sold in the new 
Brentano branch on Broadway. 


At the Doubleday, Doran Book Shop in 
the Grand Central Station the leading non 
fiction title is “Man the Unknown,” which 
is closely followed by a number of other 


titles, including “50 Years a Surgeon,” “Lite 
With Father,” “The Woollcott Reader, 


“Seven Pillars of Wisdom,” “I Write As | 


Please,” “The Bedroom Companion,” “With 
Napoleon in Russia” and “Mary Queen oi 
Scotland and the Isles.’ “Ten Years With 
the Leica” and “Art in America” are also 
showing up well in the holiday rush. The 
leading fiction title, away ahead of all the 
rest, is “It Can’t Happen Here.” 


At the Ball and Wilde Bookshop things 
are already better than last year, and they 


feel sure of a good Christmas sale. Located, 
as they are, in the Wall Street district, the 
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Christmas rush usually comes with them 
during the last two days before the holiday, 
when the customers suddenly awake to the 
situation and begin to buy. During the past 
few days the market has been so good that 
they have spent all their time watching the 
ticker, but this is good in the long run, as 
it is felt in better business later. 

As the shop is in the old Maritime 
Exchange Building they see a good deal of 
people who have or used to have to do with 
ships and shipping and are interested in all 
sea things. “The History of American Sail- 
ing Ships,” by Howard I. Chapelle, has been 
especially popular. They read all the good 
sailing ship stories. 

Among novels “Silas Crockett” has been 
popular; “Europa” is selling steadily. “The 
Woollcott Reader” has sold many copies, 
and ought to be a good Christmas gift book. 
They have sold a lot of Caulaincourt’s mem- 
oirs, “With Napoleon in Russia.” Another 
which is gaining in popularity is “The Bed- 
room Companion.”

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seen Note 
DON C. SEITZ 


Don C. Seirz, author and new spaper man, 
died on December 4th at the age of 73. He 
was business manager of the New York 
World during its most prosperous days, but 
among the incidents of which he was proud- 
est was the occasion when, undertaking to 
find some fiction for the Sunday World, he 


obtained a stock of rejected manuscripts 
from a literary agent and went through 


them ignoring the names of the authors, 
but setting aside the stories he liked. He 
then discovered that most of them were by 
a then virtually unknown writer named 
O. Henry. His first job was as a cub re- 
porter on the Brooklyn Eagle in 1880. In 
1887 he became Albany correspondent, and 
after two years he was appointed city editor. 
Later he left to join the New York Recorder 
as assistant editor, then became managing 
editor of the Brooklyn World, and 1895 
he joined the World as advertising manager. 
From 1923 to 1926 Mr. Seitz was titular 
manager of the Evening World, and then 
severed his connection with the Pulitzer 
papers to become associate editor of the Out- 
look. Later he became associate editor of 
the Churchman. His first book “The Last 
Piracy on the Spanish Main” was published 
in 1903, and among the thirty other books 
he published in the next thirty years were 
several others’on piracy, as well as biography 
and other phases of history. His best known 
work, probably, was his biography of Joseph 
Pulitzer, published in 1924. He also wrote 
biographies of Horace Greeley, the James 
Gordon Bennetts and Abraham Lincoln, as 
well as a book called “The Dreadful Decade,” 
the era of railroad wrecking following the 
Civil War. He left two unpublished manu- 
scripts, one on Alexander Hamilton and the 
other on Captain Kidd. The latter book 
“The Tryal of Capt. William Kidd For 
Murther & Piracy” which he had edited with 
an illuminating introduction, will be pub- 
lished in a limited edition on December 20th 


by the Pioneer Associates.

OLD & RARE BOOKS 
FREDERICK M. HOPKINS 


THE TWO-SESSION SALE of the library brought 
together by Seth Sprague Terry and Ward 
E. Terry, father and son, sold at the Amer- 
ican Art Association Anderson Galleries, 
December 4th and 5th, comprising 449 lots, 
brought $161,499. The Lamport-Britwell 
Court-Adam copy of Milton’s “Paradise 
Lost,” first edition with the first title-page, 
brought the highest price, $17,500. Dr. A. S. 
W. Rosenbach is the new owner. Not only 
has this volume the rare first title-page, with 
some edges untrimmed, but the original 
binding, preserved in covers made from the 
wood of a rafter from the house in West- 
minster in which Milton began writing 
“Paradise Lost.” Pasted on the inside front 
protecting cover is a printed account of the 
demolition of this house. The volume was 
discovered in 1867 at Lamport Hall, the seat 
of the Isham family. This volume brought 
$10,000 at the R. B. Adam sale in the season 
of 1925-26. This is a wonderful copy of a 
great book, but the price demonstrates that 
unique books of this character continue to 
forge ahead regardless of business conditions. 
This sale has other prices of similar interest 
which will be reported in the next issue of 


the Publishers’ Weekly. 


WueEN SaMueEL BuTLER DIED in June, 1902, 
R. A. Streatfield became literary executor, 





and was succeeded seventeen years later by 
Butler’s intimate friend, Henry Festing Jones. 
The majority of Butler’s manuscripts were 
held by these two executors, and they gave 
careful consideration to the distribution of 
this original material in order that each 
manuscript might find a suitable resting- 
place. According to a report in the Times 
Literary Supplement, the three most impor- 
tant manuscripts, those of “Erewhon,” “Ere- 
whon Revisited,” and “The Way of All 
Flesh,” were deposited in the British Mu- 
seum. The manuscript of “The Fair Haven,” 
was sent to Christ Church, New Zealand, 
this work having arisen out of a pamphlet 
entitled “The Evidence of the Resurrection,” 
part of which was written while Butler was 
in the Canterbury Settlement. The Bodleian 
Library, Oxford, received the manuscript of 
“Luck Or Cunning,” the Cambridge Uni- 
versity Library that of “Unconscious Mem- 
ory,” and the Fitzwilliam Museum that of 
“Evolution Old and New.’ Two manu- 
scripts, “Alps and Sanctuaries” and the 
“Translation of the Iliad,” were added to the 
large Butler collection in the library of St. 
John’s College, Cambridge. Shrewsbury, 
with which Butler’s family was closely asso- 


ciated, received the manuscript of his “Life” 
of his grandfather and of “Life and Habit.” 
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That of “Shakespeare’s Sonnets Reconsid- 
ered” was sent to the Library of Congress at 
Washington. Lastly, the manuscript of “Ex 
Voto” went naturally to Varello Sesia, where 
the Sacro Monte, the subject of the book, is 


situated, and those of “The Authoress of 
the Odyssey” and the “Translation of the 


Odyssey” to Trapani and Acircale, in Sicily. 
This seems to have been a carefully consid- 
ered distribution. When Henry Festing 
Jones died in 1928 his successor in the liter- 


ary trusteeship, A. T. Bartholomew, 
assistant librarian of Cambridge, determined 


to carry on the tradition, Some of the minor 


items of the collection were sold at Sotheby’s 
in December, 1930, and others went to Car- 


roll A. Wilson, of New York, on the under- 
standing that his whole Butler collection 
would pass ultimately to Chapin Library, 
Williams College, Williamstown, Mass. But 
Bartholomew died in 1933 with the greater 
part of his task uncompleted. He made his 
wishes known, however, to his literary execu- 
tors and they are now in the year of the cen- 
tenary of Butler’s birth, completing the dis- 
tribution of remaining manuscripts. 


Part II oF THE LIBRARY of the French states- 
man, the late Louis Barthou, recently sold 
in Paris, brought $140,000. Part I realized 
$250,000, and it is said that there is material 
enough for two more sales, and it is con- 
servatively estimated that the final total will 
be between $600,000 and $700,000. M. Bar- 
thou was never considered a man of great 
wealth, but during his long life he was at 
all times ready to make sacrifices for any 
volume or manuscript he coveted, particu- 
larly of nineteenth century authors. Many 
acquisitions, made before authors achieved 
their full fame, were purchased for a small 
fraction of what they are now bringing in 
the dispersal of his collection. Among the 
prices realized at this second sale, which 
lasted three days, were, for original manu- 
scripts: Pierre Loti’s “Mon Frére Yves,” 
$3,000; “Rarahu,” $2,300; “Madame Chry- 
santhéme,” with an autograph letter from 
Loti to Barthou, $2,850; and a group of let- 
ters and autograph notes from Victor Hugo 
fetched $2,150. The star lot, Verlaine’s 
“Sagesse,” valued by experts at $3,300 sold 
for about $7,000. The same author’s “Cel- 
lulairement” sold for $3,000. Just before the 
sale Barthou’s heirs decided to withdraw an 
association item that many French collectors 
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would have struggled to own. It was a copy 


of Anatole France’s “Ce que Disent Nos 
Morts,” sent to Barthou on January 1, 1915, 
with the following letter (Barthou had just 
lost a son at the front): “Why must it be 


that on this first day of the year, when one 
normally sends greetings, I can send you 
only my sympathy? I share your incom- 
parable grief more in that the son whom you 
now weep had long interested me by his 
charming wit. Do you remember one day 
when he was a little fellow and for some 
reason was angry at his dear papa, he said, 


‘Your Anatole has no talent, knowing that 
nothing could annoy you more.” 


INTEREST IN THE TERRY SALE brought an 
English bookseller, C. A. Stonehill, Jr., of 
London, to New York. He specializes in 
rare old books and first editions and desires 
to get in closer touch with American book- 
sellers. His address at present is St. Regis 
Hotel, New York, or 262 York St., New 
Haven, Conn. He will have an exhibition of 
rarities in New York and New Haven soon 
after New Year’s Day. We hope that some 
of the sales early next year will interest other 
dealers in England and that we shall have 
the pleasure of a business visit from them. 
A cordial welcome is awaiting them.
